The story is incredible, 
but known for truth in all that part of 
Ireland, where hundreds of the common 
people flocked to see me.”

The outstanding features of the new pro- 
gramme, apart from those indicated above, 
are the arrangements for the professional 
traning of the students. 


PROFESSIONAL COURSE. 


The professional course consists of two 
sections, the first comprising the principles 
and practice of teaching, and the second 
those subjects or elements of school work 
which were not included in the course pre- 
viously studied by the students, or which 


require a more specific treatment than they 
have yet received. 
The syllabus in principles proposed for the 
first-year students seeks to include the chief 
topics of the instruction necessary for them, 
in order that they may have the right. atti- 
tude towards their practice in teaching and 
suffic.ent knowledge to guide their first 
attempts in class teaching.

SIR JOHN LUMSDEN’S 
BROADCAST. 


“é 
ROM Athlone and Dublin Stations last 
night a broadcast talk was given: by 
Sir John Lumsden, M.D., K. 

Commissioner, on the work of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade in Ireland. 
In the course of his address Sir John 
Lumsden said that the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade was started in Dublin in 1905. The 
first ambulance division was formed from a 
First-Aid class held in Guinness’s Brewery. 
youn i afterwards the City of Dublin 
Ambulance and Nursing Divisions were 
formed, foilowed by Messrs. W. and R. 
Jacob and Co. registering another division. 
Those four divisions might be regarded as 
the pioneers of the ambulance movement in 
Ireland. 
The War crisis led to a large recruitment, 
and many hundreds of men and women 
qualified to join the Brigade. Many of them 
went overseas, the home contingent serving 
in hospitals and at ports on the ‘arrival of 
hospital ships. The Irish district in those 
years numbered over 4.000 members. 
Having mentioned the services of the 
Brigade in 1916 and 1922, he said that the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade was primarily a 
peace organisation. 
Sir John then spoke of the splendid ser- 
vices rendered by the Brigade in Dublin | 
during the Catholic Emancipation  cele- 
brations in 1929 and the Eucharistic Congress 
week of 1932. During the latter week 245 
ambulance officers iad men and 250 lady 
ambulance officers and sisters were on duty 
early and late, and dealt with 6,822 cases. 
The number of serious cases was remarkably 
few, which was a splendid tribute to the 
organisation of. the Eucharistic Congress 
Committee, as it was estimated that there 
were over a million people at the High Mass 
in the Phenix Park on the closing Sunday. 


i FIRST-AID HUTS. 
-First-aid huts had been established in the 
city and suburbs, and first-aid services 
were, provided at Croke Park and Lansdowne 
road; at the Fire Dublin . Society shows, 
Leopardstown, Baldoyle and Punchestown, as 
well as at motor and cycle races. In addi- 
tien, the Brigade for many years had been 
responsible for the transport of invalids on 
the pilgrimage to Lourdes. 
Having referred to the Invalid Requisites 
Department, which provides articles neces- 
sary for the comfort of the sick poor, and the 
work done by the Welfare Committee in 
looking after maternity cases among the 
poor, Sir John said that they were consider- 
ing the establishment of first-aid posts on 
main roads leading to and from Dublin and 
other large towns, and at the principal 
bathing places. Unfortunately, their estab- 
lishment was hardly equal to the demands 
made upon it, and they, therefore, appealed 
for more members. 
We specially ask motorists to learn first- 
aid, he said. Personally, I think and feel that 
"busmen, A.A. patrols, the Gardai and fire- 
men should all be qualified to render first- 
aid. Railway companies,’ he continued, were 
alive to the necessity. The Great Southern 
Railways had for vears had active Brigade 
units in Dublin and Mullingar. Several big 
firms in Dublin had divisions. 
Sir John laid stress on the fact that the 
Brigade got no subsidy, but collected its 
own funds by means of flag-day sales, bridge 
and whist drives, and functions of that sort.

PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 
RALLY. 


A United Rally of the Presbyterian Church 
in Ireland (Presbytery of Dublin) was held 
last night at the Mansion House in connection 
with the Forward Campaign which is being 
organised. ‘There was a very large attend- 
ance of Presbyterians from all parts of 
Ireland. A similar meeting will be held 
again to-day and to-morrow, the subject of 
the addresses being ‘‘The Life of the 
Church.”’ 
After the proceedings had opened with 
prayer, and the singing of a hymn, a collec- 
tion was taken in aid of the objects of the 
rally. The Chairman, the Rev. J. 5B. 
Rutherford (Moderator of the Presbytery of 
Dublin) welcomed the speakers who had come 
to address the meeting, and hoped that the 
rally would have its effect in giving a new 
impetus to Presbyterians in Ireland. 

The Rev. George J. Jeffroy, 13.D. (Helens- 
burgh) then read an address on “Faith of 
the Church.” ‘There was plenty of outside 
criticism of their aims, he said, but a great 
deal. of it could be disregarded as coming 
frem sources which had no right to pass 
judgment. After all, only an accomplished 
golfer could speak with assurance on golf, 
and similarly, only a man who had made 
religion his study need be listened to on the 
question of religion. 

Keligion was tasting, and = spiritually 
minded people would always come together, 
so that, even if the Church were to be dis- 
banded, another Church would immediately 
spring up to tale its place. At the same 
time the Church needed to find a method by 
which its spirit of inwardness might be more 
fully developed, and they should try to make 
the spiritual side of the Church its chief 
attraction.

ECONOMIC WAR. 
HOW THE 40 PER CENT. 
DUTY WORKS. 


HE loss of income from the British 
markets, which has been sustained 
by Free State farmers since the beginning

week-enj. To counteract the refusal of 
the Free State Government to pay the 
land annuities the British Government 
imposed punitive tariffs on the bulk of 
Free State live-stock and produce. As 4 
result this country is steadily losing

negligible market.” 

At the same time bounties are being 
paid, or have been paid, to those who ex- 
port cattle, pigs and butter to Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. . These 
sums are provided by the taxpayer, and 
farmers are at the loss of 40 per cent. of 
the normal value of cattle, sheep, pigs, 
and other farm products. In the case of 
cattle, the tariff on two-year-olds at 
present is more than 40 per cent., as it is 
£6 per head for two-year-olds showing 
their front teeth. The loss ultimately 
falls on the farmer, because buyers pro- 
tect themselves by allowing for the tariff 
and other expenses. 


HORSE-BREEDING., 


From the number of high-class studs 
being broken up, it would seem as if our 
prestige as a horse-breeding country is 
fast disappearing. Climatic and other con- 
ditions have always been in favour of 
successful horse-breeding in this country, 
but changed economic conditions already 
have caused the dispersal of some well- 
known studs. 

Among stallions which have helped to 
make this country famous may be 
mentioned such well-known sires as 
Kendal, Gallinule, Desmond Roi Herode, 
Stratford, Beresford, and Spearmint, all 
of which were imported and left their 
mark on Irish horse-breeding. 

Home-bred stallions of note have in- 
cluded Bachelor’s Double, The Tetrarch, 
Tetratema, Blandford, Trigo, Spion Kop. 

To Ireland also belongs the credit of 
breeding such well-known winners as 
Galtee More and Ard Patrick, winners of 
the Derby ; Slieve Gallion, winner of the 
Two Thousand Guineas ; Caligula, winner 
of the St. Leger; St. Louis, winner of the 
Two Thousand Guineas: Manna, winner 
of the Derby; and Sandwich, winner of 
the St. Leger.

EFFECT OF THE DUTY. 


To-day only the wealthiest of Free State 
racehorse owners can afford to send horses 
to race in Great Britain. Before he is 
allowed to lend in Great Britain any horse 
foaled in the Irish Free State, whether 
intended for sale or racing, is liable to a 
duty of 40 per cent. of his valuation as 
assessed by the British Customs 
authorities. As a result, trade is almost 
at a standstill, and stallion owners are 
losing substantially. | 
In the absence of a free market for 
yearlings and hunters, farmers who 
formerly bred a few hunters and race- 
horses cannot afford to send their brood 
mares to high-class stallions. During 
the past two years the returns obtained 
have not been sufficient, in many cases, 
to pay the service fees. Finding that 
their income is falling off as a direct re- 
sult of the policy of the Government, 
several horse owners have decided to close 
down. 
In addition to causing a loss of the 
country’s prestige in horse-breeding, the 
present state of affairs is resulting in a 
lot of unemployment.

Horses that would in the ordinary course 
fetch £100. must now be sold at £60. in 
order to allow for the 40 per cent. duty. 


TILLAGE FARMING LOSSES. 


If the demand for hay, oats and whteaten 
straw is diminished as it has been 
diminished during the past year, in con- 
sequence of the poor prices prevailing for 
horses and cattle, tillage farmers will have 
a very limited market for their produce. 

Horse-breeders who have spent between 
£200 and £3500 every season on hay simply 
did without it during the past year. In 
the same way great quantities of straw are 
still in the country because there are not 
so many horses to be bedded.

Tt can be assumed that the bill, in its 
main lines, will follow the recommenda- 
tions of the Commission which was set up 
by the Cumann na nGaedheal Government 
years ayo to investigate the Free State milk 
supply. The Commission recommended 
legislation similar to that which has been 
introduced in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. 

Despite strong agitation by members of 
the medical profession and others interested 
in a pure milk supply, there is no legisla- 
tion in the Free State to prevent the dis- 
tribution of tubercular milk. In fact, 
although penalties are incurred by dairy- 
men selling milk deficient in fats, there 
is no penalty for selling milk which is 
dangerous to health, except in the case of 
milk supplied to creameries, which is 
covered by the Dairy Produce Act. 

Strong comment was made recently on 
the situation by the Medical Officer of 
Health for the County Borough of Cork, 
who pointed out that it was impossible to 
encourage children to drink more milk 
until some guarantee was secured that milk 
supplies would be pure.

MR.- DILLON AND 
FIANNA FAIL. 


HE annual general meeting of the 
EE Central Branch, Cumann na nGaedheal, 

held on Monday at 3 Merrion square, 
Dublin, unanimously approved the United 
Ireland merger, and became the Central 
Branch of the new party. The chairman was 
Mr. H. M.. Dockrell, T.D. 
Mr. James M. Dillon, ‘T.D., referred to the 
speech made by Mr. MacEntee (Free State 
Minister for Finance) last Sunday, and said 
that President de Valera and various 
members of Fianna Fail have again and again 
sought to establish that the United Ireland 
Party is covertly conspiring to withhold, rates 
and land annuities. There is no conspiracy, 
good, bad or indifferent, in the ranks of the 
United Ireland Party to withhold payments 
that are legitimately due to the Central Fund 
or to the local authorities., Yet Mr. MacEntee 
répeated that charge on Sunday. 
In the Press on Monday there was a very 
interesting comment on Mr. MacEntee's 
charge. ‘The published returns of outstand- 
ing rates showed that the two worst count:es 
in Ireland were Kerry and Clare. In Kerry 
Mr. de Valera has a following of five members 
out of seven members; avd in Clare, out of 
five members; Cuniann na nGaedheal has only 
one. The failure to. collect the rates is clearly 
due to the inevitable consequences of Fianna 
Fail policy. Anyone who krows the country 
knows that there are n'ibers of small 
farmers who’ are physically unable to pay 
land annuities or rates. ‘The members of 
the United Ireland: Party will not stand tor 
what they’ know to be glaring illegalities. 
Any conspiracy to withhold rates or land 
annuities will be denounced by our, organisa- 
tion. 
At the present moment there are two 
parties in the State—one a war party and | 
the other a peace party. Fianna Fail is a 
war party, and they have all the Jingo cries 
of such a party, Anyone who dares to 
express a doubt as to the prudence of their 
course of action is a traitor, is playing Eng- 
land’s game, and is meeting England's 
Minister for War in Glasgow for the purpose 
of importing arms. General Mulcahy is meet- 
ing the British Minister for War in order to 
break into Woolwich arsenal to procuré arms | 
for civil war.

If we have 
agricultural produce for export the place to 
which to export it is the British market. 
Having observed that the position of the 
United Ireland Party on tariffs and free trade 
had been absurdly misrepresented, Mr. Dillon 
said: The question of tariffs is one of pure 
expediency. Each case has to be examined 
from that point of view. It is absolutely 
unsound to create an industry where you 
are to expend £3,000,000 if the only result of 
that expenditure is to: give employment to 
three hundred workers. Mr. Lemass is pre- 
pared to sét up any industry in this country 
if sufficiently glib gentlemen talk him into 
it. The attempted development of industry 
is so much insanity if at the same time the 
Government pursues a. policy which destroys 
the earning capacity of the consuming public. 
The consuming public in this country is made 
up of the smali farmers. Unless purchasing 
power is restored to the small farmer every- 
thing else has to go by the board. 


POSTPONED ELECTIONS. 


Discussing the elections, Mr. Dillon said— 
Fianna Fail found itself face to face with the 
local government elections, and came to the 
conclusion to postpone them. They feared 
defeat. If local government could be de- 
veloped in this country along managerial 
lines, the objection to universal suffrage for 
local government elections would largely dis- 
appear. A. republic for the. twenty-six 
counties would “mean a lower standard of 
living for the people, and the perpetuation of

The utions were expecting that the 
compalies would put forward. tentative pro- 
ene for the reorganisation of the machinery, 
ut it was realised that no definite decision 
could be reached, and that further cotisidera- 
tion by the companies and the executives of 
the three unions would be required. | 
The present position has arisen. out of the 
last decision given by the National Wages 
Board, following an application by the com- 
panies for a reduction-of wages. The. result 
was then abortive, the proposal of the com- 
panies to put into operation the separate 
award of the independent chairman (Sir 
Harold Monks, K.U.) for a modified reduc- 
tion not being acceptable to the unions. 
The companies made no attempt to enforce 
their claim, but instead gave the statutory 
Notice to end the existing Board.

SEPTEMBER'S REPORT. 


The Irish Rainfall Association's report for 
September, 1933, is as follows :— 

This has been another very dry month, 
especially near the beginnin when an 
absolute drought was éa at several 
stations. Nearly all the rain was between the 
15th and 27th, and the highest daily falls were 
1.98 ins. at Cloughjordan and 1.44ims. at 
Roscrea on 22nd or 25rd. At Blessington 
there was drought from the 6nd to the 19th, 
while twenty or thirty stations had no rain 
for the first half of the month. It was a fine 
month for harvesting and holidays, but water 
supplies ran rather low; the weather was 
warm, but morning and evening fog was 
common. Shade temperature rose to 77° at 
Ballinacurra, County Cork, and fell to 35°, 
while 206 hours of sunshine caused a record 
there. The barometer was unusually high, 
reaching 30.58 ins. at Cashel on the 7th. There 
was some thunder, which caused a good deal 
of the rain.
